Against the other .seven workmen, the 
absence alleged wa.s from various dates in June, 1966. Although the charge-sheets 
were kerved by n gistered post and acknowledgements came back only one wcrlanan, 
viz.. No.' 4,- Mohan Bisra No. 2 submitted a reply to the charge-sheet .; the others, 
did ifot file any reply. Separate er.-parte inquiries were held. The dismissal 
orders were passed by the,Manager, with the approval of the Agent, on the dato 
menrioned in the reference order.

The Central Government by Order No. 6/29/67-LR;IT, dated the 27th April, 
1967, referred for adjudication, an industrial dispute between the employers in 
relation to Sarpi Kajora Colliery of Messrs Sarpi Kajora Coal Mines (Private) 
Limited, Post Office UkhrOr Burdwan and their workmen in respect of the matter

2. According to the Written Statement of the Union, the nine workmen 
mentioned in the Schedule were stopped from work with effect from the 28th 
January* 1967 (Saturday) ; and on the 30th January, 1967, they were called to the 
colliery office and required to sign or put their thumb-impression on several papers, 
of which they did not then know the contents, and the Management then gave out 
that the workmen had submitted letters of resignation voluntarily, and received 
their final payments. The union submitted a complaint to the A.L.C. (Central), 
Raniganj on the 31st January, 1967 ; before the A.L.C. (Central), the Management 
offered to pay something to the workmen as ex-gratia payment, while the union 
demanded payment of full legal dues and retrenchment compensation ; the 
Management did not agree to this, and so no settlement was possible. The union 
asked for reinstatement and back wages. 

3. The Management in their written statement asserted that the nine work¬ 
men had in fact submitted letters of resignation voluntarily, and accepted paymemt 
of their legal dues, and so the workmen were not entitled to any relief. 

4. On 8th November, 1967, the date fixed for hearing, Shri S. Chowdhury, 
Advocate for the union, said that he had no instruction. Shri Bishnu Banerjee, 
General Secretary of the CoUiery Mazdoor Union was present and stated that he 
could not contact the workmen concerned, and did not want to proceed with the 
case. In this circumstances the claim of the union on behalf of the workmen fails 
for non-prosecution : it must be found that no dispute now exists and so no ad¬ 
judication is necessary. The Reference is disposed of accordingy.

“Whether the management of Chatrisgonda Colliery of Messrs Samla 
Collieries Limited, P. O. Pandaveswar, district Burdwan was 
justified in terminating the lien of Shri Jugal Pandav, Shotfirer 
Mazdoor and placing him in Badli list with effect from the 6lh Au¬ 
gust, 1966 ? Ifnot, to what relief is the workman entitled 7” 

2. The workman Jugal Panday, a shotfirer mazdoor employed at Chatris¬ 
gonda Colliery, went on one month’s leave from 23rd May, 1966 to 22nd June, 
1966 ; he was due to rejoin on 23rd June, 1966. He did not report for duty on 
23rd June, 1966, but he sent an application for extension of the leave by one mon- 
on account of his wife’s illness. The Manager informed him by a letter dated 
20th July, 1966 that the extension had been reAised and that the workman was being 
treated as absent without authorised leave. The workman reported for duty on 
6th August, 1966 ; he was not permitted to join his old post, but his explanation 
for unauthorised absence being considered unsatisfactory, he was placed on the 
Badli list, his lien on his permanent post being terminated in accordance with Cla¬ 
use 10(f) of the Standing Orders. The workman began to work as a Badli worker, 
but through his union, the Colliery Mazdoor Congress, Bengal Hotel Asansol, 
$led a dispute over the termination of bis lien to the permanent post. 
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3. The facts are not in dispute. The union in its Written Statement claim¬ 
ed that the termination of the lien of the workman to his permanent post was unjusti¬ 
fied, while the Management claimed that it was fully Justified. The parties how¬ 
ever have been able to settle the matter amicably. Though on the date of hearing 
19th October, 1967, the representative of the union was absent, Shri S.S.^ Mukher- 
jee for the Management stated that negotiations for settlement were proceeding, and 
a memorandum of settlement was expected to be filed shortly. A memorandum 
of settlement which is dated 18th October, 1967 has now been filed ; the Manage¬ 
ment has agreed to allow the workman Jugal Panday to retain his permanent ser¬ 
vice, and to treat the period of absence from 23rd June, 1966 to 6th August, 1966 
as leave without pay, so that the service of the workman remains unbroken. The 
terms being favourable to the workman are accepted, and an Award is made in terms 
of the memorandum of settlement, a copy of which is annexed as part of the Award.

2. The facts briefly are that the three workmen, Muslim, Osman and Karu, 
were arrested by the police on 10th March, 1966 in connection with some disorder 
at the Colliery, and were released on bail on 2l8t March, 1966 and reported for 
duty on 23rd March, 1966, they were not permitted to join their posts, and were 
served with charge sheets for unauthorised absence for over ten days. An inquiry 
was held on 12tb April, 1966; the workmen did not attend the inquiry ; according 
to the representation of the Union the Colliery Mazdoor Union—before the A.L.C. 
(Central), Raniganj, the workmen could not attend the inquiry as they were again 
arrested by the police on 8th April, 1966 and detained till 14th April, 1966. On the 
basis of the ex parte inquiry, the three workmen were dismissed. Attempt by the 
A.L.C.( Central) Raniganj, to settle the dispute in concihation proceedings was 
unsuccessful. 

3. After receipt of the Reference Order, notices were issued on both sides 
to file written statements, bet neither side filed its written statement. The case was 
fixed for hearing on 10th November, 1967. On 6th November, l967, the three 
workmen appeared before tlie tribunal along with Shri K.P. Muliieijec, Advocate, 
for the Management, and Shri R. p. Thacker, Agent of the Colliery, and the workmen

and the Employers filed a joint petition, stating that the workmen had no dispute 
with their former employers and did not want to go on with the case, and that they 
had not authorised the Collie^ Mazdoor Union to represent them. The three 
workmen were thereupon examined on oath, but they said that they had settled their 
dispute and received their payment, and did not want to proceed with the case before 
the tribunal. On 10th November, 1967, the date fixed for hearing, Shri S. Chowdhry, 
Advocate for the union, appeared and confirmed that the workmen had already 
settled with the Management, and so he would not go on with the case. 

4. My Award therefore is there is no dispute now over the dismissal of the 
three workmen, viz., (i) Muslim Mia, U.G. Trammer, (2) Osman Mia, Gateman, 
(3) Karu Mia, Body Searcher, by the Management of Sarpi Kajora Colliery.

AWARD 

By Order No. 6/22/ 7-LRII, dated 18th May, 1967, th - Central Government 
referred for adjudication and industrial dispute between the employers in relation 
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to the Selected Kajora Janjbad Coffiery, P.O. Ukhra, L. 
workmen in respect cf the matters specified in the followu-: 

“Whether the refusal to employ Shri Gaharu Koiri, unov 
by the management of Selected Kajora Jambaa 
Office Ukhra (Burdwan), with effect from the 18th 
1966 was fustified ? 

If not, to what relief is he entitled T' 

2. According to the reference order the workman s represented by the General 
Secretary, Asansol Coal Field Workers* Union, Asansol, but in spite of issue of 
notice by registered post on two occassions the union has failed to appear and to 
file a written statement. On the date of hearing only a representative of the manage¬ 
ment has appeared. It appears from the evidence of this representative, namely, 
Shri S.N. Misra, Personnel Officer, Selec ed Kajora Jambad Colliery that Gaharu, 
Koiri, the workm n concerned submitted a letter of resignation on 5th November, 
1966 and the resignation was accepted and final payment was made to Gaharu 
Koiri on 6th November,. 1966. It does not, therefore, appear to be correct that the 
management refused to employ him with effect from 18th November, 1966 as stated 
in the reference order. The date in the reference order was apparently taken from 
the Failure report submitted by the A.L.C., Central, Raniganj together with|a 
copy of the letter of the General Secretary, Assansol Coal Field Workers’ Union 
dated 24th December, 1966 in which it was mentioned that on ISth November, 
1966 Gaharu Koiri;had been stopped from work. Shri S.N. Misra, on receipt 
of a copy of the letter of the General Secretary of the Union made enquiries and 
ascertained that Gaharu Koiri did not work after 3rd November, 1966 and that he 
subm itted his resignation letter on 5th November, 1966 which was accepted. 

3. My award therefore is .that there was no refusal to employ Shri Gaharu 
Koiri, underground trammer, by the management With effect from 18th November' 
1966 but that Gaharu Koiri resigned voluntarily on 5th November, 1966 and 
his resignation was accepted and that there is no dispute at present over his 
non-employment.
